ot congress. Publicly the Democratic 
Spokesmen are calling on the Repub- 
licans to "forget partisanship" and do 
in this session what they 
have in- 


tended to do in the presidential cam- 
1-aigti year of 192S. 


Privately, the Democratic 
leaders 


express the conviction that out of the 
discussion will come some "construc- 
t;vej measure." This means a belief 
that amendment of existing rates will 
be made along with some lebates 
as 


outlined by President Coolidge 
and 


Secretary Mellon. The chief executive 
has adopted a more or less neutral 
position, leaving 
it to congress 
to 


shape the policy. So an unusual situ- 
ation has presented itself—the minor- 
ity party laboring with the majority 
to bring about tax reduction. 


QUESTION OF MAJORITY 


"If a majority of both houses,, whe- 


ther composed of Republicans or Dem- 
ocrats, should finally agree that tax 
rates should be revised," said Senator 
Pat Harrison of Mississippi, Monday, 
"\\e will have tax revision. And if 
a majoritv can be found to vote for 
a tax credit as outlined by the presi- 
dent, we will have that too." 
"What 


the Mississippi senator means is that 
the majority will not be a party ma- 
jority but will come out of the ranks 
of both parties. Ho and other leaders 
are confident such a majority exists 
and will express itself in due season. 


The Republican leaders .ire aware 


thit sentiment w ithin their own ranks 
has not crystallized. 
Some are al- 


ready committing themselves asainot 
tax reduction. 
Among them is Sen- 


ator Watson of Indiana. The Demo- 
ciats are insisting tnat the Republi- 
cans know now that a revision of 
rates can be made, but that they want 
it to be made in 192S when presum- 
ably there will be more political ad- 
vantage. The Democrats,'on the oth- 
er hand, are firmly convinced that 
any postponement based on political 
maneuvering will bp unpopular and 
that political advantage will accrue 
to the party which forces through tax 
reduction at once. 


The Democrats are going to use Sec- 


retary Mellon's argument that pros- 
perity lesult.s 
from tax 
reduction. 


With the south affected by the recent 
cotton p.-ice decline, the rebate or re- 
duction would.-it is reasoned, come in 
handy and prevent a serious depres- 
sion. So the southern Democrats are 
not taking a casual but a constant in- 
terest in the tax question and under 
the leadership of Representative Gar- 
ner of Texas, and Senator Simmons 
of Xorth Carolina, have 
drafted a 


measure to which they are inviting 
Republican support.

Clara, outlining plans for their flight 
and marriage, and instructing the girl 
to meet him at the dance if she could 
or in front of her home at midnight 
Sept 9, if she could not 
be at the 


dance. 


ASKED TO BRING MONEY 


He told her to "bring all the money 


you can if you want to make a nice 
trip of it." warned her to burn all his 
letters, and cautioned her that "if you 
do not do as I say your chance will be 
shot and I might be a scarce hubby." 


Clara, testimony indicated, obeyet 


him to the letter and went trusting to 
her death. The theory of States At- 
torney G. H. S. Earll is that the boy 
planned the crime carefully, dug the 
giave before ho went to the Olson 
home the night" of Sept. 9 and then 
earned the girl, after he met her, to 
the spot where the grave was pre- 
pared, clubbing her to death and bury- 
ing her body.

Government Undertakes Huge 


Task of Preparing National 
Gazetteer

Washington, D. C. — The United 


States Government is engaged in com- 
piling the place names of the United 
States. The United States Geographic 
Board today announced that all the 
amusingly 
named hamlets 
in the 


United States are to be christened of- 
ficially by the United States govern- 
ment. 


The 
hundred"? 
of 
thousands 
of 


names bestowed on geographical units 
and natural objects are to be compiled 
which means that they must be re 
A-iewed for authenticity, proper spell 
ing and in many places propriety ana 
convenience. An effort will be mafle 
to evolve new names for places that 
now have none. Then all will be put 
forth in an official gazetteer. 


Three Wisconsin 
men have been 


named to care for the Badger state's 
part of the work. They are Prof. E. 
F. Bcamm, state geologist. University 
of Wisconsin; John CaHahan, super- 
intendent of public Instruction, and 
E. E. Eittee. chief of the legislative 
reference library. 


"It is a big job," says Frank Bond, 


chairman of the' United States Geo 
graphic Board, which is to supervise 
the work. 
"The board will need a 


lot of voluntary h»lp and we hope to 
belt) develop widespread and construe 
live interest in place names. The his- 
tory of the nation is reflected largely 
in these names." 


Appeal is to be made to the Cover 


nors of the states to assist in quicken 
ing souices of the vast amount of ma- 
terial which the board must gather and 
sift. The gazatteer is to contain the 
name authentically attested even as 
to the spelling, of every hamlet, vil 
Jage, town 
and other 
geographical 


unit, as well as that of every creek, 
river, bay, inlet, mountain or natural 
object having or deserving a name. 


Much of the task will entail com- 


piling only, as in the majority of cases 
names already exist in undisputed 
forms. Xo doubt, however, when the 
board comes to pass on these officially 
1heie will be many demands that old 
names be discarded and 
new ones 


adopted. Even without the provoca 
tion of a forthcoming gazatteer the 
board legulaily has handled many re 
quests of that sort. 


tn formulating the official gazatteer 


changes probably will be desirable in 
some instances on account of confus 
ing duplications and sometimes truly 
objectionable terminology. Recently, 
for example, the board accepted a new 
name for T/iltle Small Pox Creek in 
Wisconsin because of the claim that 
ihe old name carried a harmful sug- 
gestion. 


In no other country in the world is 


(here such a tiemendous duplication 
of place names 
as in the United 


States. Theie are, for example, liter- 
ally scoi PS of Deer and 
Wildcat 


<reeks. There are a dozen or more 
lookout mountains, at least two of 
them being of note historically and 
otherwise. Towns named after famous 
American and well-known European 
•places are legion, and this too results 
in using the same name more than 
ever. 


There are cases of hamlets bearing 


Ihe same name in the same county 
and 
many 
more 
of 
neighboring 


streams being Identified by the same 
name. 
These confusions made little 


difference in the early days of the 
country, but now, with 
intensified 


communication, they are befuddling 
in many -nays. They are particularly 
bothersome in map making of the 
kind done by the United States Geo- 
iogical Survey.

convention of the American Farm Bu- 
reau federation was told here Monday 
by K. F. Pack, Minneapolis, president 
of the National Electric Light associa- 
tion. 
Ho said is was an economic impossi- 


bility to deliver small amuonts of elee 
trie energy to scattered farm custo- 
mers at an acceptable price. The 
failure of most rural electric 
lines, 


according to him, was due to the fact 
that farmers limited the use of cur- 
rent almost exclusively to lighting. 


FARM IS FACTORY 


'•The farm must be regarded as a 


factory," he continued, "and electri 
city applied in a multiplicity of ways 
to increase output and cut labor costs 
the same as has been done in city fac 
tories." 
Experiments carried on by coopera- 


tive committees of various rural in 
terests. he said, have shown at least 
a hundred practical uses for electri' 
city on the farm. 
He pointed out such things as hen- 


house lighting stimulating egg pro- 
duction electric heat saving lives of 
baby pigs; electrically pumped water 
adding to the dairy check, and electric 
machinery taking the place of farm 
hands. 
Eventual generalise of electricity 


by the farmer, however, he asserted, 
icquires development of a comprehen- 
sive plan by agricultural 
colleges, 


manufacturers of electric and

implements, and other rural agencies.

1o try new methods, especially those 
in .which electricity is concerned, Dr. 
Stewart declares. 


"The inherent stability of a farm- 


er." he says, "is a desirable asset, 
but coupled v>ith his stability is a 
type of nature that makes h'm con- 
fident of the value of present prac- 
tices as 
compared to now methods, 


in spite of the fact that the whole 
industry is complaining about some- 
thing being wrong wiMi r.griculture."

TO BETTER FARMING 


"Our work at Red Wing," he says,

Experiments Show Relation- 


ship Between Quantity of 
Seed and Yield 


The importance of using a 
liberal 


quantity of seed potatoes is not gen- 
erally recognized by commercial pota- 
to growers. The recent accomplish- 
ment of a firm of California potato 
growers in producing 1,038.3 bushels 
of potatoes on a measured acre and 
an average yield of 1,001 bushels on 9 
acres would not have been possible if 
only the usual quantity of seed had 
been planted. These growers consider 
the liberal use of seed a good invest- 
ment. In the production of their phe- 
nomenal yield seed potatoes 
were 


planted at the rate of 40 bushels'per 
acre or more than twice the quantity 
used by our most progressive potato 
growers. 


Experimental results indicate there 


is a close correlation between 
the 


quantity of seed used and the yield 
per acre. Planting large-size sets in- 
sures a better 
germination and a 


larger set of tubers, therefore it is de- 
sirable practice provided the resultant 
plants have an abundant supply of 
plant food and moisture. Large-size 
sets mean more stems and tubers per 
set, consequently more nourishment is 
needed to develop these tubers to mar- 
ket size.

CONGRESS IN SESSION ACAII 
Congress is in session again after a 


soothing vacation of several months, and 
the country tighten? up its muscles the 
better to resist the strain. It is a ''lame 
duck" congress, with no settled views on 
matters of public policy and no adminis- 
trative unity that insures definite results. 
Many of the members who are expected 
to enact legirlation at a session so short it 
•will hardly get into working order before 
it adiourns will not return to Washing- 
ton next fall. They have been retired by 
a disgruntled electorate and their political 
career is over. Theoretically, if they ad- 
here to the course they have previously 
followed, they will be acting contrary to 
the wishes of their constituents. They do 
not stand for much of anything. 


Important matters are befon. congress, 


including particular!,, the regulation of 
radio, further reduction of federal income 
taxes, the rivers and harbors bill, which 
includes authorization 
of diversion of 


Lake Michigan water up the Illinois 
barge canal, appropriation bills, agricul- 
tural relief and a number of other ques- 
tions. If the session is to follow precedent 
it will consist of a lot of talk and little 
action. The country does not know what 
to expect from it, and therefore can:.ot 
anticipate its legislative acts. 
For the 


most part, it fears congress will do what 
it does not want it to do, and that it will 
not do what it wishes it to do. 
Lvery 


lame duck session is of this character. 


We are a nation which boasts of polit- 


ical as well as industrial and commercial 
efficiency, but there are 'nconsistencies 
in our scheme of government so glaring 
and so absurd that one wonders why we 
continue to tolerate them with 
indiffer- 


ence. One of these is the manner of in- 
stalling a newly elected congress. Mem- 
bers of the house and senate elected last 
November will not take their seats until 
December of next year. They must wait 
thirteen months before they begin their 
legislative duties, and they must witness 
a session of congress in which members 
they are to succeed and who have been 
retired as unsatisfactory representatives,- 
continue to enact laws and shape con- 
gressional policies. No other nation in 
the world has such a system, and no oth- 
er nation would tolerate it. The reasons 
which suggested its incorporation in the 
constitution have ' r.g since ceased to ex- 
ist. There is nothing whatever to support 
its preservation. It is an obstacle to the 
sound functioning of congress and it de- 
feats or delays the carrying out of 
the 


will of the majority as expressed at an 
election. It has nothing to recommend it 
and everything to condemn it, a sense- 
less cobweb of tradition. 


The congressmen and senators elected 


in November should take their seats at 
the session which convenes thirty days 
later. We are opposed to constitutional 
amendments in principle, but here is one 
that is positively necessary and to which 
no valid objection can be made. While 
we are about it, we should also change 
the date of (he inauguration to coincide 
with the legislative rearrangement, and 
for other reasons as well.

long time to come. From all Indications 
the report will look with dis-favor upon 
complete independence at this time. The 
rich, undeveloped resot rces of the islands 
are a tremendous temptation to those 
who wish to profit at the expense of the 
inlands and their inhabitants.

DISCARDING PROHIBITION 


After trying out 
prohibition for ten 


years the province of Ontario, Canada, 
has discarded it at the election last week 
in which prohibition was the sole issue, 
the people voting by a large majority to 
again legalize the liquor business under 
strict regulation. A couple of years ago 
Ontario tried out the 
famous 4.4 beer, 


which in our American equivalent is less 
than 2 per cent, and it was pronounced a 
failure. There was no kick to the beer. 
Canada, like many other countries, adopt- 
ed prohibition as a war measure. 
The 


western provinces gave it up several 
years ago. 


The Canadian people as a whole are 


more conservative and more law-abiding 
than the people of the United States. 
They have a greater respect for authority 
and for their duties and privileges as citi- 
zens than we on this side of the border. 
They have the New world spirit and the 
Xew world political conception, not,with- 
standing they are a part of an Old world 
empire. Their ^attitude toward the liquor 
question is American rather than Euro- 
pean. 


The Canadians are a conscientious and 


serious-minded people. 
Their opinions 


about questions like prohibition are more 
apt to be practical and intelligent than 
sentimental. They may be strong in their 
emotions, but they are restrained. It has 
taken ten years to convince the people of 
Ontario that prohibition was a mistake. 
Evidently '.hey reached the conclusion 
that they will be more temperate under 
government sale of alcoholic beverages 
than under prohibition. 
The change, 


therefore, is of marked significance. 
Its 


effect is likely to be felt in the United 
States.^ 


Ontario will enact a liquor law that 


will put the liquor traffic under direct 
control of the government. 
It is under- 


stood that liquor will be legally available 
to persons more than twenty-one years 
old only on permits to be issued by the 
province, and that sale will be closely 
watched and stringently regulated. Here 
again. Canada'is on better ground than 
the United States, for it can regulate and 
we cannot. While we predict modification 
of prohibition here to permit the manu- 
facture, sale and use of beer and light 
wines, and we think the national prohibi- 
tion amendment itself was a mistake, if 
we should undertake to go back to a sit- 
uation analogous to that which existed 
prior to prohibition, the consequences un- 
doubtedly would be demoralizing. 


We have demonstrated that we cannot 


regulate the liquor traffic. 
We do not 


think there is anything on which to base 
the supposition that we could or would 
regulate it more effectively today than we 
did ten years ago. The liquor traffic and 
politics simply make it impossible to have 
satisfactory regulation. We think Canada 
can regulate the hard liquor business 
with greater success than we could hope 
to. The solution of the problem in the 
United States appears to lie along the 
line of trying out beer and light wines as 
a temperance measure. To what extent it 
will decrease the demand for and con- 
sumption of illegal whisky and other hard 
liquors is altogether guesswork, but the 
experiment is worth making.

The only definite data which are fairly represen- 


tative of conditions, data bearing on the dissemin- 
ation of sex knowledge, now availaWa^.to me are 
those compiled before the world war by medical of- 
ficers of the public health service. They found that 
in a considerable tabulation the average age at 
which a boy srets his first knowledge or instruction 
(good or bad) about sex is 9?-i years, whereas the 
average age at which boys receive proper instruc- 
tion about sex is 15% years—Six years too late. 
How it may be with girls we do not know. But in 
any case this is probably obsolete now. We have 
moved pretty fast in the last 10 years. It may be 
that tho data warrant a revision now. What do 
you sa> ?

From' a reduction of the debt and 
taxes will accrue a wider benefit to 
all the people of this country than 
from embarking on any 
new enter- 


prise. When our war debt is decreased 
we shall have resources for expansion. 
Until that,is accomplished we should 
confine ourselves to expenditures of 
the most urgent necessity. 


The Deparment of Commerce has 


formed n. most important function in 
making plans and securing support of 
nil kinds of national enterprise for the 
elimination of waste. Efficiency has 
been greatly promoted through £,'0ofl 
management and the constantly in- 
creasing cooperation of the wage earn- 
ers throughout the whole realm of 
private business. It is my opinion that 
this whole 
development 
has been 


predicated on the foundation of a pro 
tective tariff. 


TAX REDUCTION 


As a result of economy c : adminis- 


tration by the * Executive and of ap- 
propriation by the Congress, the end 
of this fiscal yar will leave a sur- 
plus in the Treasury estimated at 
$3f .000,000. Unless otherwise ordered, 
such surplus is used for the retire- 
ment of the war debt. A bond which 
can bo retired to-day for 100 cents will 
cost the people 1041A cents to retire a 
year from now. "Uhile I favor a speedy 
reduction of the debt as already re- 
quired by law and in accordance with 
the promises made to the holders of 
our Liberty bonds whei. they were is- 
sued, there is no reason why a balanc- 
ed portion of surplus revenue should 
not be applied to a reduction of taxa- 
tion. Jt can not bo repeated too often 
lhat the enormous revenues of this 
Nation could net be collected without 
becoming a charge on all the people 
whe'her or not 
they directly pay 


taxes. Kveryone who is paying for the 
bare necessities of food and shelter 
nnd clothing, without considering the 
better things of life, is indirectly pay- 
ing a national tax. The nearly 20.000.- 
000 owners of securities, the additional 
s-coros of millions of holders of in- 
surance policies and depositors in 
saving banks, arc nil paying a nation- 
al tax. Millions of individuals and cor- 
porations are making a direct contri- 
bution to the National Treasury which 
runs from 1 V* to 25 per cent of their 
income, besides a number of special 
requirements, like automobile and ad- 
mlssion tpxos, Whenever the state of 
the Treasury will permit, I bolieve in 
a reduction of taxation. I think the 
taxpayers arc ontitlod to it. F.ut T am 
not advocating tax reduction merely, 
for tli- I'Cii'-fit of Die taxpayer; I am 


advocating it for the benefit of the 
country. 


If it appeared feasible, I should wel- 


come permanent tax reduction at this 
time. The estimated surplus, however, 
for June 30, 192S, is not much larger 
than is required in a going business 
of nearly $4.000,000.000. We have had 
but a few months' experience under 
the present revenue act and shall need 
to know what is developed by th 
returns of income produced under it. 
which are not required to be made 
until about the time this session term- 
inates, and what the economic prob- 
abilities of the country are in the 
latter. part of 1927, before we can 
reach any justifiable conclusion as to 
permanent tax 
reduction. Moreover 


the present surplus results from many 
nonrecurrent items. Meantime, it 'is 
possible to grant some real relief by 
a simple measure making reductions 
in the payments which accrue on the 
loth of March and June, 1927. I am 
very strongly of the conviction that 
this is so much a purely business mat- 
ter that it ought not to be dealt with 
in a partisan spirit. The Congress has 
already set the notable example of 
treating tax problems without much 
reference to party, which might well 
be continued. What I desire to advo- 
cate most earnestly is relief for the 
country from unnecessary tax burdens. 
We can not secure that if we stop to 
engage in a partisan controversy. As 1 
do not think any change in the special 
taxes, or any permanent reduction if 
practical, I therefore urge both parties 
of the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to agree on a bill granting the 
temporary relief 
which I have indi- 


cated. Such a reduction would direct- 
ly affect millions of taxpayers, re- 
lease large sums for investment in 
new enterprize, stimulating industrial 
production and agricultural consump- 
tion, and indirectly benefiting every 
family in the whole country. These 
are my convictions stated ,with full 
knowledge that it is for the Congress 
to decide whether they judge it best 
to make such a reduction or leave the 
surplus for the present year to be ap- 
plied to retirement of the war debt. 
That also 
is eventually tax reduc- 


tion. 


PROTECTIVE TARIFF . 


It is estimated that 
customs 
re- 


ceipts for the present fiscal year will 
exceed ?615.000,000, the largest which 
were ever secured from that source. 
The value of our imports for the last 
fiscal year was 54,466,000,000, an in- 
crease of more than 71 per cent since 
the present tariff law went into effect. 
Of these imports about 65 per cent, or, 
roughly. $2.900,000.000, came in free of 
duty, which means that the United 
States affords a duty-free market to 
other countries almost equal in value 
to the total imports of Germany and 
greatly exceeding the total 
imports 


of France. We have admitted a great- 
er volume of free imports than any 
other country except England. 


We are, therefore, levying duties on 


about $1,550,000,000 of imports. Nearly 
half of this, or ?700,000.000, is subject 
to duties for the protection of agricul- 
ture and have their origin in countries 
other than Europe. They substantially 
increased the.prices received by our 
farmers 
for 
their produce. About 


$300,000,000 more is represented by 
luxuries such as costly rugs, 
furs, 


precious stones, etc. This leaves only 
about ?550,000,000 of our imports un- 
der a schedule of duties which is in 
general 
under 
consideration when 


there is discussion of lowering the tar- 
iff. While the duties on this small por- 
tion representing only about 12 pet- 
cent of our 
imports, undoubtedly 


represent the difference 
between a 


fair degree of prosperity or making de- 
pression to many of our industries and 
the difference between good pay 
and 


steady work or wide unemployment to 
many of our wage earners, it is im 
possible to conceive how other coun 
tries or our own importers could be 
greatly benefited if these duties are 
reduced. Those who are starting an 
agitation for a reduction of'tariff du- 
ties, partly at least for the benefit of 
those to whom money has been lent 
abroad, ought to know that there 
does not seem to be a very largo field 
within the area of our imports 
in 


which probable reductions would 
be 


advantageous to foreign goods. Those 
who wish to benefit by continuing the 
present enormous purchasing power- 
which comes from our prosperity that 
has increased our imports over 71 per 
cent in four years than from any 
advantages .that are likely to accrue 
from a general tariff reduction. 


AGRICULTURE 


The important place which agricul- 


ture holds in the economic and social 
life of the Nation can not be overesti- 
mated. 
The National Government is 


justified in putting forth every effort 
to make thc-open country a desirable 
place to live. No conditior meets this 
requirement which fails to supply a 
fair return on labor expended 
and 


capital .invested. While tome locali- 
ties and some particular crops furnish 
exceptions, in general agriculture is 
continuing to make progressv in re- 
co\'ering from the depression of 1921 
".nd 1922. Animal products and food 
products are in a more encouraging 
position, while cotton, due to the high 
prices of past years supplemented by 
ideal weather conditions, has been 
stimulated to a point of temporary 
over-production. Acting on the re- 
quest of the cotton-growing interests, 
T appointed a committee to assist in 
carrying out their plans. As a result 
of this cooperation 
sufficient 
funds 


lave been pledged to finance the stor- 
se and carrying of 4.000.000 bales of 
otton. Whether those who own the 
cotton are willing to put a part of 
their stock into this plan depends on 
hcmselves. The Federal Government 
las cooperated in providing ample fa- 
cilities. No method of meeting the 
situation would be adequate which 
loes not contemplate a reduction of 
about one-third in the acreage for the 
coining year. The responsibility for 
unking the plan effective li<^s 
with 


hose who own and finance cotton and 
cotton lands. 


The Department of Agriculture esti- 


mates the net income of agriculture 
'or the year 1S20-21 at only $37."..000- 
'00; for 1921-2'.. 52.656.000,000; for 1925- 
'6. $2.727.000,000. This increase has been 
irought about in part by the method 


dy refcred to. of Federal tax re- 


iuction, the elimination of waste, and 


increased efficiency in industry. Th? 
wide gap that existed a few years ago 
between the index price of agricultura 
products and the index pricejrt othet 
products has been gradually' closing 
t:p. though the recent depression in 
cotton 
has 
somewhat 
enlarged it 


Agriculture- had on the whole been go 
ing higher while industry had been 
going lower. Industrial and commercia 
activities, being carried on for 
the 


most part by corporations, are taxet 
at a much higher rate than farmin.i 
which is carried 
on by individuals 


This will inevitably make industria 
commodity costs high while war taxa 
tion lasts. It is because- of this circum 
stance that national tax reduction ha1 
a very large indirect benefit upon th' 
farmer, though it can not relieve hiir 
from the very great burdan of the 
local uixvs which he- pays directly- 
have practically relieved the farmer o 
any Federal income tax. 


There is agreement on all sides thai 


some portions of our agricultural in- 
dustry have lagged behind other in- 
dustries in recovery from the war am 
that further improvement in methods 
cf marketing of agricultural products 
is most desirable. There is belief also 
that the Federal 
Government 
can 


further contribute to these ends be- 
yond the many 
helpful 
measures 


taken 
during the last 
five 
years 


through the different acts of Congress 
for advancing the 
interests 
of th< 


farmezvw 


The packers and stockyards act. 
Establishing

of the special interest of agriculture. 


In determination of what 
further 


may be undertaken it seems 
to "me 


there are certain pitfalls which mus 
be avoided and our test in avoiding 
them should be to avoid disaster to 
the farmer himself. 


Acting upon 
my 
recommendation 


the Congress has ordered the Inter 
state Commerce Commision to investi- 
gate the freight-rate structure, di- 
recting that such changes 
shall be 


made in freight rates as will pro- 
mote freedom of movement of agri- 
cultural products. Railroad consolid- 
ation which I am advocating woulc 
also result in a situation where rates 
could be made more advantageous 
for farm 
produce, as lias recentlj 


been done in the revision of rates on 
fertilizer in the 
South . Additiona 


benefit will accrue • from the devel- 
opment of our inland waterways. The 
Mississippi River 
system 
carries a 


commerce of over 50,000,000 tons at a 
paving of nearly $18,000,000 annually 
The Inland Waterways 
Corporation 


operates boats on 2,500 miles of navig- 
able streams and through its relation 
with 165 railroads carries freight in 
to and out of 45 States of the Union 
During ti.e jwst six months it has 
handled over 1,000.000 bushels of'grair 
monthly and by its lower freight rate: 
lias raised the price of such grain to 
the farmer probably 2% cents to i 
cents a. bushel. The 
highway sys 


tern on which thj Federal Government 
expends about $85,000,000 a year is o: 
vital importance to the rural regions. 


The advantages to be derived from 


a more comprehensive and less ex 
pensive system of transportation for 
agriculture ought to be supplementec 
by provision for an adequate supply 
of fertilizer at n. lower cost than it is 
at present obtainable. This advantage 
we are attempting to secure by the 
proposed 
development 
at 
Muscle 


Shoals, and there are promising ex- 
periments being made in 
synthetic 


chemistry for the production of nit 
rates. 


A survey should be made of the re 


lation of Government grazing lands 
to the livestock industry. Additiona 
legislation is desirable- more definitelj 
to establish the place of grazing in the 
admin:strnt:o-i of the national -o; .:ts 
properly subordinated to their func- 
tions of producing timber and con- 
serving the water supply. Over 1SO.- 
000,000 acres of grazing lands are still 
pastured as commons in the public 
domain' with little or no regulation 
This has made their use so uncertain 
that it has contributed greatly to the 
instability of the livestock industry. 
Very little of this land is suited to 
settlement or private ownership. Some 
plan ought to be adopted for its use 
in grazing, corresponding broadly to 
that already successfully 
applied to 


the national forests. 
• 


The development .of 
sound 


strong cooperative associations is of 
fundamental importance to our agri- 
culture. It 
is encouraging to note, 


therefore, that a vigorous and healthy 
groxvth in the cooperative movement 
is continuing. Cooperative associations 
reporing to the Department of Agri- 
culture at the end of 1925 had on 
their membership rolls a total of 2.- 
700,000 producers. Their total business 
in 1925 amounted to approximately 
$2.400.000.000. compared with S635,- 
SOO.OOO in 1915. Legislative action to 
assist cooperative associations 
and 


supplement their efforts was passed 
at the last session of Congress. Im- 
portant credit 
measures 
were also 


provided by Congress in 1923 which 
have been of inestimable value to the 
cooperative associations. Although the 
Federal credit agencies have served 
agriculture well. I think it may be 
possible to broaden and ftrengthen the 
service of these -institutions. 


Attention is again directed to the 


surplus problem of agriculture by the 
present cotton situation. Surpluses of- 
ten affect prices of various faum com- 
modities in a disastrous manner, and 
the problem urgently demands a solu- 
tion. Discussions both in and out of 
Congress during the past few years 
have given us a better understanding 
of the subject, and it to my hope 
that out of- the 
various prosposals 


made the basis will be found for a 
sound and 
effective 
solution 
upon 


which agreement can be reached. In 
my opinion cooperative marketing as- 
sociations will be important aids to 
the ultimate solution of the problem. 
It may well be, however, that ad- 


ditional measures will be needed to 
supplement their efforts. I believe all 
will agree that? such -measures should 
not conflict with the best interests of 
the cooperatives, but rather assist and 
strengthen them. In working out this 
problem to any sound conclusion it is 
necessary to avoid putting the Gov- 
ernment into the business of produc- 
tion or marketing or attempting to en- 
act legislation 
for 
the purpose 
ot 


price fixing. The farmer does not 
favor any attempted remedies that 
partake of these elements. He has a 
sincere and candid desire for assis- 
tance. If matched by an equally sin- 
cere and candid consideration of the 
different remedies, proposed, a sound 
measure of reli f ought to result. It is 
unfortunate that no general agree- 
ment has been reached by the various 
agricultural interests upon any ot the 
proposed remedies. Out of the discus- 
sion of various proposals which can 
be had before the Committees of Agri 
culture some measure ought to be 
perfected which would be gcneralli 
satisfactory. 


Due- to the emergency arising from 


a heavy tropical storm in southern 
Florida. I authorized the Secretary of 
Agriculture to use certain funds in 
anticipation of legislation 
to enable 


the farmers in that region to plant 
their crops. The department will pre- 
sent a bill ratifying the loans which 
were made for this purpose. 


Federal legislation has been adoptee 


owners 
in the 
cooperation of the 


Government witK States and-private 
owners in the 
protection of forest 


lands 
from 
fire. This 
preventive 


measure is of such great importance 
that I have recommended for it an 
Increased appropriation. 


Another 
preventive 
measure 
of 


great economic and sanitary impor- 
tance is the eradication of tuberculosi 
in cattle. Active work is now in pro- 
gress in one-fourth of the counties o; 
the United States to secure this result 
Over 12.000.000 cattle have been under 
treatment, and the average degree ol 
infection has fallen from 4.9 per cent 
to 2.S per cent. The- Federal Govern- 
ment is making substantial expendi- 
tures for this purpose. 


Serious damage is threatened to the 


corn crop by tile European corn borer. 
Since 1917 it has spread from eastern 
New England westward into Indiana 
and now covers about 100.000 square 
•miles. It is one of the most formidible 
pests because it spreads rapidly una 
is exceedingly difficult of control. It 
has assumed a menace that is of na- 
tional magitude and warrants the Fed- 
eral Government in extending its co- 
operation to the State and local agen- 
cies which a*-e attempting to prevent 
its further sproud and secure its 
eradication. 


The whole question of agriculture 


needs most careful consideration. In 
the past few years the Government 
has given this subject more attention 
than any other and has held more 
consultations in relation to it than on 
any other subject. While the Govern- 
ment is not to be blamed for failure 
to perform the impossible, the agri- 
cultural regions are entitled to kno\\ 
that they have its constant solicitude 
and sympathy. Many of the farmers 
are burdened with debts and taxes 
which they are unable to carry. \\" 
are expending in this country manj 
millions of dollars each year to in 
crease farm -production. We ough 
now to put more emphasis on the 
question of farn; marketing. If a 
sound solution of a permanent na- 
ture can be found for this problem 
the Congress ought not to hesitate to 
adopt it. 
DEVELOPMENT OF WATER RE 


SOURCES 


In previous rnissoges I have referred 


tc the national 
importance of the 


proper development 
of 
our 
water 


recources. The great projects of ex 
tension of the 
Mississippi 
system 


the protection and development of the 
lower Colorado River, are before Con 
gress, and I have previously comment- 
ed upon them. I favor the necessar> 
legislation to expedite these projects 
Engineering studies are being made 
for connecting the ireat Lakes wuh 
the North Atlantic, either through an 
all-American canal or by way of the 
St. Lawrence River. These reports wil 
undoubtedly be before the Congress 
during its present session. It is un- 
necessary to 
dwell upon the great 


importance of such a waterway nol 
only to our mid-continental basin bui 
to the commerce and development of 
practically the .whole 
Nation. 
Oui 


river and harbor improvement shoulr 
be continued in accordance with the 
present policy. Expenditure of this char- 
acter" is compatible with economy; it 
is in the nature of capital investment 
Work should proceed 
on the basic 


trunk' lines if this work is to be a 
success. If the country will be content 
to be moderate and patient and per- 
mit improvements to be made where 
they will do the greatest general 
good, rather than insisting 
on ex- 


penditures at this time on secondary 
projects, our internal waterways can 
be made a success, "it proposed legis- 
lation results in a gross manifesta- 
tion of local jealousies and selfishness, 
this program can not be carried out. 
Ultimately we can take care of ex 
tensions, but our first effort should 
bo confined to the main arteries. 


Our inland commerce has been put 


to great inconvenience and expense 
by reason of the lowering of the wa- 
ter level of the- Great Lakes. This is 
an international 
problem 
on which 


competent engineers are making re- 
ports. Out of their study it is expect- 
ed that a feasible method will be de- 
veloped for raising the level to pro- 
vide relief for our commerce and sup- 
ply water for drainage. Whenever a 
practical plan is presented it ought to 
t>c speedily adopted. 


RECLAMATION 


Tt is increasingly evident that the 


Federal Government must in the fu- 
ture take a leading part in the im- 
pounding of water for conservation 
with incidental power for the develop- 
ment of the irrigable lands 
of the 


arid region. The unused waters of the 
West are found mainly in large rivers. 
Works to store and distribute these 
lave such magnitude and cost that 
they are not attractive to private 
ntcrprise. Water is the irreplaceable 


natural 
resource. Its precipitation 


can not be increased. Its storage on 
the higher reaches of streams, to meet 
growing needs, to be used repeatedly 
TS it flows toward the seas, is a prac- 
tical and prudent business policy. 


The United States promise to follow 


he course of-older irrigation countries, 
where recent important irrigation de- 
velopments have boon carried out as 
national undertakings. It Is gratifying,] 


therefore,, that conditions on Federal 
reclamation 
projects 
have 
become 


satisfactory. The gross value ot crops 
grown with water from project works 
increased from $110.000.000 in 1924 to 
$131.000,000 in 1925. The adjustments 
made last year by Congress relieved 
irrigatorii from 
paying 
construction 


cost-^on unprofitable land, and by so 
doing inspired new hope and con- 
fidence in ability to meet the pay- 
ments required. Construction 
pay- 


ments by water users last year were 
the largest 
in the history 
of 
the 


bureau. 


The anticipated reclamation 


will be fully absorbed for :i number 
of years in the completion of old : ro 
jects and the construction of pro- 
je:ts Ji.auguraic.l i.i -he i:nr: throe 
years. We should however, continue 
to investigate and study the possibili- 
ties of a carefully planned develop- 
ment of promising projects, logically 
of governmental concern because of 
their physical 
magnitude, 
immense 


cost, and the interstate and interna- 
tional problems involved. On!y in this 
way may we be_ fully prepared to meat 
intelligently the needs of our fast- 
growing population in the years to 
come.' 
TRANSPORTATION 


It would be difficult to conceive of 


any modern activity which contributes 
more to the necessities and conven- 
iences of life 
than 
transportation 


Without it our present agricultural 
production and practically all of our 
commerce would be completely pros- 
trated. One of the large contributing 
causes to the present highly satisfac- 
tory state of our economic condition 
is the prompt and dependable ser- 
vice, surpassing all our previous rec- 
ords, rendered by the railroads. This 
power has been fostered by the spirit 
of cooperation between Federal and 
State , regulatory 
commissions. To 


render this service more efficient am 
effective 
and to promote 
a more 


scientific regulation, the process of 
valuing railroad properties should "be 
simplified and the primary valuations 
should be completed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The problem of rate reduction 
would be much simplified by a pro- 
cess of railroad consolidations. This 
principle has already been adopted as 
Federal law. Experience has shown 
that a more effective' method must be 
provided. Studies have already been 
made and legislation introduced seek- 
ing to promote this end. It would be 
of great advantage if it could be taken 
up at once and speedily enacted. The 
railroad systems of the country an<] 
the convenience of all the people are 
waiting on this important decision. 


MERCHANT MARINE 


It is axiomatic that no agricultura 


and industrial country can get the full 
benefit of its own advantages with- 
out a merchant marine. We have been 
proceeding under the act of Congress 
that contemplates the establishment 
of trade routes to be ultimately trans- 
ferred to private ownership and oper- 
ation. Due to temporary conditions 
abroad and at home 'we have a large 
demand just now for certain types of 
freight vessels. Some suggestion has 
been made for new construction. I do 
not feel that we are yet warranted in 
entering that field. Such ships as we 
might build could not be sold nfte 
they are launched for anywhere neai 
what they would cost. We have ex- 
pended over S250.000.000 out of the 
public Treasury in recent years to 
make up the losses of operation," no: 
counting depreciation "or any 
cosl 


whatever of our capital investment 
The great 
need of our merchant 


marine is not for more ships but foi 
more freight. Our merchants are al- 
together too indifferent about using 
American ships for the transportation 
of goods which they send abroad or 
bring home. Some of our vessels neces- 
sarilv need repairs, which should be 
made. I do not believe that the opera- 
tion of our fleet is as economica 
and efficient as it could be made if 
placed 
under 
a single 
responsible 


head, leaving the Shipping Board free 
to deal with 
general 
matters 
of 


policy and regulrtion. 


RADIO LEGISLATION 


The Department of Commerce has 


for some years urgently presented 
the necessity for further legislation 
in order to protect 
radio 
listeners 


from interference between broadcast- 
ing stations ' and to carry out other 
regulatory functions. Both branches ol 
Ccngrcss at the last session 
passed 


enactments intended to effect such 
regulation, but the two bills yet re- 
main to be b.ought into agreement 
and final passage. 


Due to decisions of the courts, the 


the authority of the department under 
the law of 1912 has broken down; 
many more stations have been operat- 
ing than can be accommodated within 
the limited number of wave lengths 
available; further 
stations 
are in 


course of construction: many stations 
have departed from the scheme of al- 
location set down by the department, 
and the whole service of this most 
important public function has drifted 
into such chao- as seems likely, if not 
remedied, to destroy its great value. I 
most urgently recommend that this 
legislation should be speedily enacted. 


I do not believe it is desirable to 


set up further independent agencies 
in the Governent. Rather I believe it 
advisable to entrust the- important of 
deciding who shall excercise the privi- 
lege of radio transmission and under 
what conditions, the assigning of wave 
lengths and determination of power, 
to a board to be assembled when- 
ever action on such questions be- 
comes necessary. There should be 
right of appeal to the courts from 
the decisions of i.uch board. The ad- 
ministration of the decisions of the 
>oard and the other features of regu- 
lation promotion of radio in the public 
interest, together with scientific re- 
ve.irch, should remain in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Such an arrange- 
ment makes for more expert, ore ef- 
Icient, and more economical adminis- 
:ration than an independent agency or 
-.card, whose duties, after 
initial 


stages, require but little attention in 
which administrative functions are 
confused with semijudlcial functions 
ind from which of necessity there 
must be greatly increased personnel 
-ind expenditure. 


THE WAGE EARNER 


Tho great body of our people are 


made up of wage earners. Several 
uindred thousands of them are on 
he pay rolls of the United States 
Government. 
Their 
condition very 


argely is fixed by legislation. We 
:ave recently provided increases in 
ompensa'Uon under a method of re- 
lassification and given them the ad-i 


vantage of a liberal retirement system 
as a support for their declining years. 
Most of them are under the merit 
system, which is a guaranty of their 
intelligence, and the efficiency of their 
service is- a demonstration of their 
loyalty. 
The 
Federal 
Government 


should continue to set a good example 
for all other employers. 


In the industries the condition''of 


the wage earner has steadily improv- 
ed. The 12-hour day is almost entire- 
ly unknown. Skilled labor is well com- 
pensated. But there arc unfortunately 
a multitude of workers who have not 
yet come to share 
in the 
general 


prosperity of the 
Nation Both 
the 


public 
authorities 
and 
private 


enterprise should be solicitous to ad- 
vance the •xxelfare of this class. The 
Federal Government has-been seeking 
to secure this end through a protective 
tariff, through restrictive immigra- 
tion, through requiring safety devic- 
es for the prevention of accidents, 
through the granting of workman's 
compensation, through civilian voca- 
tional rehabilitation and education, 
through 
employment 
information 


bureaus, and through such humani- 
tarian relief as was provided in the 
maternity and infancy legislation. It 
is a' satisfaction 
to report 
that a 


more general condition of contentment 
exists among wage earners and the 
country is more free from labor dis- 
putes than it has bevn 
for years. 


While restrictive 
immigration 
has 


been adopted in part for the benefit 
of the wage earner, and in its en- 
tirety for the benefit of the country, 
it ought not to cause a needless sep- 
aration of families and dependents 
from their natural source of support 
contrary to the dictates ot" humanity. 


BITUMINOUS COAL 


No progress appears to havo been 


made within 
large 
areas 
of the 


bituminous coal industry toward cre- 
ation of voluntary 
machinery 
by 


which greater assurance can be gi/e;i 
to the public of peaceful adjustment 
of wage difficulties such as has been 
accomplished in the anthracite indus- 
try. This bituminous industry is one 
of primary necessity 
and 
bears a 


great responsibility fto the Nation for 
continuity of supplies. As the wage 
agreements in the unionized section 
of the industry expires on April 1 next, 
and as conflicts may result which 
may imperil public interest, and have 
for many years often called for action 
of the Executive in protection of the 
public. I again recommend the pass- 
age of such legislation as will assist 
the Executive in dealing with sujh 
emergencies through a special tempor- 
ary board of concilation and mediation 
and through administrative agencies 
for 
the purpose of distribution of 


coal from profiteering. At present the 
Executive is not only without author- 
ity to act but is actually prohibited 
by law from making any expenditure 
to 
meet the 
emergency of a coal 


famine. 


JUDICIARY 


The Federal courts 
hold 
a high 


position 
in the 
administration of 


Justice in the world. While individual 
Judicial officers have sometimes been 
subjected to just criticism, the courts 


as a whole have maintained an ex- 
ceedingly high standard. The Congress 
may well consider the question of 
supplying fair salaries and conferring 
upon the Supreme Court the same 
rule-making power on the lav.- side 
of the district courts that they have 
always possessed on the equity side. 
A bill is also pending providing for 
retirement after a certain number of 
years of service, although they have 
not been consecutive, which should 
have 
your 
favorible 
consideration. 


These faithful servants of the Govern- 
ment are about the last that remain 
to bo provided for in the postwar 
readjustments. 


RANKING 


There has been pending in Con- 


gress for nearly three years banking 
legislation to clarify the national bank 
act ami reasonably to increase the 
powers of the national banks. I be- 
lieve that within the limitation of 
sound banking principles 
Congress 


should now and for the future place 
the national banks upon a fair equal 
ity with their competitors, the State 
banks, and I trus that means may 
be found so that the differences on 
branch-banking 
legislation 
between 


the Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives may be settled along sound 
lines and the legislation promptly en- 
acted. 


It would be difficult to overestimate 


the service which the Federal, reserve 
system has already rendered' to the 
country. It is necessary only to re- 
call the chaotic condition of our bank- 
ing organization at 
the time 
the 


Federal reserve system was put into 
operation. The old system consisted 
of 
a vast 
number 
of independent 


banking units, with scattered bank re- 
serve which never could be mobilized 
in times of greatest need. In spite 
of vast bank in j resources, there was 
no coordination of reserves or any 
credit elasticity. As a consequence, a 
strain was felt even during crop mov- 
ing periods and when it was necessary 
to meet other seasonal and regular- 
ly recurring need:.. 


The Federal reserve system is not 


a panacea for 
"1 economic or finan- 


cial ills. It can not prevent depression 
in certain industries which are ex- 
periencing overcxpansion of produc- 
tion or contraction of their markets. 
Its business is to furnish adequate 
credit and currency facilities. This it 
has succeeded in doing, both during 
the war an1 in the more difficult 
period of deflation and readjustment 
which followed". It enables us to look 
to the future with confidence and to 
make plans far ahead, based on the 
belief- that the Federal reserve sys- 
tem will exercise a steadying influ- 
ence on credit conditions and there- 
by prevent any sudden 
or severe 


reactions from the period of pros- 
perity which we are now enjoying. In 
order that these plans may go forward, 
action should be taken at the present 
session on the question of renewing 
the banks' charters and thereby in 
suring a continuation of the policies 
and present usefulness of the Fed 
eral reserve system. 


•FEDERAL REGULATION 


I am in favor of reducing, rather 


tr-in expanding. Government bureaus 


which seek to regulate and control tho 
business activities 
of 
the 
people. 


Everyone is aware that abuses exist 
and will exist so long as we are limit- 
ed 1— human imperfections. Unfortun- 
ately, human nature can not be chang- 
ed by an act of the legislature. When 
practically the sole remedy for many 
evils lies in the. necessity of the peo- 
ple looking out for themselves and 
reforming their own abuses, they will 
find that they are relying on a falsa 
security if the Government assumes 
to hold out the promise that it la 
looking out for them and providing 
reforms for them. This principle 13 
preeminently applicable to the Nation- 
al Government. It is too much as- 
sumed that because an abuse exist it 
is the business of the National Gov- • 
ernment 
to provide a. remedy. Th» 


presumption should be that it Is tho 
business of local and State govern- 
ments. Such iiaticnal action results 
in encroaching upon the salutary 
independence of the State and by 
undertaking to supersede their natur- 
al authority fills the land with bureaus 
and departments which are undertak- 
ing to do what it is impossible fof 
them to accomplish ai.d brings our 
whole system of government into dls- 
respec ajid disfavor. We ought to 
maintain high standards. We ought 
to punish wrongdoing. Society has 
not only of privilege but the absol- 
ute duty of protecting itself and ita 
individuals. But we can not accom- 
plish this end by adopting a wrong 
method. Permanent success lies in 
local, rather t!ian national actic/n. * 
Unless the locality rises to its own 
requirements, there, is an almost ir- 
resistible impulse for the 
National 


Government to intervene. The Stated 
and the Nation should 
both realizo 


that euch action is to be adopted on- 
ly as a last resort. 


THE NEGRO 


The Asocial well-being of our coun- 


try requires our constant effort 
fof= 


the amelioration of race prejudice r.nd 
the extension to all elements of equal 
opportunity and equal protection un- 
der the laws 
which 
are 
guaran- 


teed by the Constitution. The Fed- 
eral Government especially is charged 
with this obligation in behalf of the 
colored people of the Nation. Not only 
their remarkable progress, their devo- 
tion and their loyalty, but our duty 
to ourselves under our ciaim that we 
ai 
an enlightened people requires 


us to use all our power to protect 
them from the crime of lynching. Al- 
though violence of this kind has very- 
much decreased, while any of it re- 
mains we can not justify neglecting- \ 
to make every effort to eradicate it 
by law. 


The education of the colored race 


under Government encouragement is - 
proceeding successfully and ought to 
have continuing support. An increas- 
ing need exists for properly educated 
and trained medical skill to be devoted 
to the service • f this race.

"Under the tax law of Wisconsia 


all stockholders of banks and trust 
companies are taxed 
according to 


the amount of the holdings of each 
stockholder. 
Your trust 
company 


has been paying this tax for you. If 
you should care to check 
up the 


amount of tax paid 
on. you 
hold- 


ings you can do so by consulting the' 
tax roll in the 
city clerk's 
office. 


"We have been 
paying this 
every 


year since we have been in business, 
charging it to expense, instead of pay- 
ing it to you as dividends and letting 
you pay it yourself.

that are taxed 
in 
this 
manner; 


other corporations are taxed on an 
income tax basis. 
"We feel that \va 


should be taxed on this basis. Two 
years ago 
the

consin Bankers association. It passed 
the Senate by a unanimous vote and 
the assembly 
with about a dozen 


negative votes, however, the bill waa 
vetoed by Gov. Blaine.

ness with no competition and there- 
fore claim that we should be taxed 
under the present law.

all of which are taxed on an in- 
come tax basis. 


"The Wisconsia Bankers associa- 


tion will again have presented to 
the legislature this winter a bill to 
place the

panies ot this state on an income 
tax basis. In this way, if we make 
money, we pay a tax 
accordingly 


and if we do not, of course, no tax 
will be assessed as 
against 
the 


present system we must pay thesa 
taxes even though wo do not make 
a cent of profit.

are making such progress with our 
cooperation that we can view the 
results of this experiment with great 
satisfaction. As we are attempting 
to assist this race toward self-govern- 
ment, we should look upon their wish- 
es with great respect, granting their 
requests immediately when they are 
right, yet maintaining a franl- firm- 
ness in refusing 
when they are 


wrong. We shall measure their prog- 
ress in no small part by their accept- 
ance of the terms of the organic law 
Tinder which the islands are govern- 
ed and their faithful observance of 
its provisions. Need exists for clari- 
fying the duties of the auditor and 
declaring them to be what everyone 
had supposed they were. We have- 
placed our own expenditures under 
the supervision of the Comptroller 
Ceneral. Tt is not likely that the ex- 
penditures in the Philippine Islands 
need less supervision than our -wn. 
The Governor General is hampered 
in his selection of subordinates by the 
•necessity of securing a confirmation 
•which has oftentimes driven him to 
the expediency of using Army offi- 
cers in work for which civilian ex- 
perts would be much better fitted 
Means should be provided for this 
and such other purposes as he ma> 
require out of the revenue which 
this 
Government now turns back to 


the Philippine treasury. 


In order 
that 
these

rf»\ghfc suffer no seeming neglect, I 


have 
recently 
sent Col. Carmi A 


Thompson to the island to make a 
survey in cooperation with the Gov- 
ernor General to suggest what might 
be done to improve conditions. Later, 
T may make a more extended report 
Including recommendations. The eco- 
nomic development of the island is 
Important. They ought not to be turn- 
ed back to the people until they r.re 
both politically fitted for self-govern- 
ment economically independent. Large 
areas are adaptable to the product on 
of rubber.

I 
am opposed to the promotion of any 
policy that does not provide for abso- 
lute freedom on the part of the wage 
earners and do not think we should 
undertake to give power for largi 
holdings of land in the island agains! 
the opposition of the people of the 
locality. Any development of the is 
lands must be solely with the firs 
object of benefiting the people of the 
islands. At an early day. these pos- 
sessions should be taken out from 
under all military control and admin- 
istered entirely on the civil side of 
government. 


NATIONAL, DEFENSE 


Our policy of national defense is not 


one of making war, but of insuring 
peace. The land 
and 
sea 
force ol 


America, both in its domestic and 
foreign implications, is distinctly a 
peace force. It is an arm of the po- 
lice power to guarantee order and the 
the execution of the law at home and 
security to our citizens abroad. No 
Velf respecting nation would neglect to 
provide an army and navy propor- 
tionate to its population, the extenl 
of its territory, and the dignity of 
the place which It occupies in the 
world. "When it is considered that no 
navy in the world, with one excep- 
tion, approaches ours and none sur- 
passes it.,-that our Regular Army oi 
about IIB.OOO men is the equal ol 
any other like number of troops, that 
our entire 
permanent 
and 
reserve 


land and sea force trained and train- 
ing consists of a personnel of about 
610,000. and that our annual appro- 
priations are about $680.000,000 a year, 
expended under the direction oZ an ex- 
ceedingly competent staff, it can not 
he said that o:ir country is neglect- 
ing its national defense. It is true 
that a cult of disparagement exists, but 
that candid examination made by the 
Congress through its various commit- 
tees has always reassured the country 
and demonstrated that it is main- 
taining the most adequate defensive 
forces in these present years that it 
has ever supported in time of peace. 


This general policy should be kept 


5n effect. Here and there 
temporary 


changes may be made in personnel 
lo meet requirements in other direc- 
tions. Attention should be given to 
submarines, cruisers, and air forces 
Particular points may need strength- 
ening, but as a whole our military 
power is sufficient. 


The one week place in Ihe whole 


line is our still stupendous war debt. 
3n any modern campaign the dollar 
are the shock troops. With a deplet- 
ed treasury in the rear, no army can 
maintain itself in the field. A coun- 
try loaded with debt is a cou:.try de- 
void of the first line of defense. Econ- 
omy is The handmaid of preparedness. 
3f we wish to be able to defend our- 
selves to the full extent of our power 
in the future, we shall discharge as 
Koon as possible the financial burden 
of the last war. Otherwise we would 
Jace a crisis with a part 
of our 


Capital resources already expended. 


The amount nnd kind of our mil- 


itary equipment is preeminently a 
question for the decision of the Con- 
gress, after giving due consideration 
10 the advice of military experts and 
the available pub'.ic revenue. Noth- 
ing is more laudable than the cocper- 
nction of the agricultural nnd indus- 
trial resources of the country for the 
purpose of supplying the needs of 
national defense. 
In time 
of peril 


f. • people employed in these interests 
volunteered In a most self-sacrificing 
way, often at the nominal charge of 
n dollar a year. Rut the Armv nnd ( 
Navy are not supported for the bone- ^ 


it of supply concerns: 
supply con- 


cerns are supported for the benefit of 
the Army and Navy. The distribution 
of, orders on what Is needed from 
different concerns for the purpose of 
keeping up equipment and organiza- 
tion Is perfectly Justified, but any at- 
tempt to prevail i pon the Government 
to purchase beyond Its needs ought 
not to be tolerated. It Is eminently 
fair that those who deal with the Gov- 
ernment should do so at a reasonable 
profit. However, public money is ex- 
pended not that some one may profit 
by it, but In order to serve a public 
purpose. 


While our policy of national de- 


fense will proceed in order that we 
may b>& independent and self-sufficient, 
I am opposed *.o engaging in any at- 
tempt at competitive armaments. No 
matter how much or how little some 
other country may feel constrained 
to provide, we can well afford to set 
the example, not of being dictated to 
by others, but of adopting our own 
standards. We nre strong enough to 
pursue that method, which will be a 
most wholesome model for the rest of 
the world. We are eminently peaceful, 
but we are by no means weak. While 
we submit our differences with oth- 
ers, not to the adpudication of force, 
but of reason, it is not because we 
are unable to 
defend 
our 
rights. 


While we are doing our best to elimi- 
nate all resort to war for the pur 
pose of settling disputes, we can not 
but remember that the peace we now en- 
joy hnd to be won by the sword and 
that if the rights of our country arc 
to be defended we can not rely for 
that purpose upon anyone but our 
selves. We can not shirk the respon- 
sibility, which is the fir.st requisite of 
all government, 
of preserving 
«ts 


own integrity and niainta n;n? 
the 


rights of its own. citizens. It is only 
in accordance with these principles 
that we can 
establish any 
lasting 


foundations for an honorable and per- 
manent peace. 


It is for these 
reasons that 
out- 


country, like any other country, pro- 
poses to provide itself with an army 
and navy supported by 
a. merchant 


marine. Yet these are not for com- 
petition with any other power. 
For 


years we have besought nations to 
disarm. We have recently expressed 
our willingness at Geneva to enter 
into treaties for the limitation of all 
types of warships according to the 
ratio adopted at the Washington Con- 
ference. 
This offer is still pending. 


While we are and shall continue to 
be armed it is not as a menace, but 
rather a common assurance of tran- 
quillity to all the peaceloving people 
of the world. For us to do any less 
would be to disregard our obligations, 
evade our responsibilities, and jeopar- 
dize our national honor. 


VETERANS 


This country, not only because it is 


bound by honor but because of the 
satisfaction derived from it, has al- 
ways lavished its bounty upon its ve- 
terans. For years a service pension 
has been bestowed upon the Grand 
Army on reaching a certain age. Like 
provision has been made for the sur- 
vivors of the Spanish War. A liberal 
future compensation has been grant- 
ed to all the veterans of the World 
War. 
But it is in the case of the 


disabled and the dependents being well 
administered by the Veterans' Bu- 
reau. The main unfinished feature is 
that of hospitalization. This require- 
ment is being rapidly met. Various 
veteran bodies will present to you re- 
commendations which 
should have 


your careful consideration. 
At 
the 


last session we increased our annual 
expenditure for pensions and rp'icf on 
account of the veterans of three viirs. 
While I approve of proper relief for 
all suffering, I do not favor any fur- 
ther extension of our pension system 
at this time. 


ALIEN PROPERTY 


> We still have in the possession of 
the Government the alien property. It 
has always been the policy of Amer- 
ica to hold that private enemy pro- 
perty should not be confiscate-1 in 
time of war. Th4s principle we have 
scrupulously observed. 
As this pro- 


perty is security for the claims o' our 
citizens and our Government, we can 
not relinquish 
it without 
adequate 


provision 
for their 
reimbursement. 


Legislation for the return of this pro- 
perty, accompanied by buitable pro- 
visions for 
the 
liquidation of the 


claims of our citizens and our Trea- 
sury, should be adopted. If our Gov- 
ennment releases to foreigners the 
security which it holds for Americans, 
»t must at the same time provide sat- 


isfactory 
safeguards 
for 
meeting 


American claims. 


PROHIBITION 


The duly authorized public author- 


ites of the country have made prohi- 
bition the law of the land. Acting un- 
der the Constitution, 
the Congress 


and the legislatures of practically all 
the States have 
adopted legislation 


for its enforcement. Some abuses have 
arisen which require reform. 
Under 


the law the National Government has 
entrusted to the Treasury Department 
the especial duty of regulation and 
enforcement. Such supplementary leg- 
islation as it requires to meet exist- 
ing conditions should be carefully and 
speedily enactedf Failure to support 
the Constitution and abserve the law 
ought not to be tolerated by public 
opinion. Especially those in public 
places, who have taken their oath to 
support the Constitution, ought to be 
most scrupulous 
in its 
observance. 


Officers of the Department of Justice 
throughout the country should be vig- 
ilant in enforcing the law, but local 
authorities, which had always been 
mainly responsible 
for the 
enforce- 


ment of law In. relation to intoxicat- 
ing liquor, ought not to seek evasion 
by attempting to 
shift the 
burden 


wholly upon the Federal agencies. Un- 
der the Constitution the States 
are 


jointly charged with the Nation in. 
providing for the enforcement of the 
prohibition amendment. Some peole do 
not like the amendment, some do not 
like other parts of the Constitution, 
some do not like any of it. Those who 
entertain such sentiments have a per- 
fect right to seek through legal meth- 
ods for a change. But for any of our 
inhabitants to observe such parts of 
the Constitution as they like, while 
disregarding others, is a doctrine that 
would break down atl protection of 
life and property 
and destroy 
the 


American svstem of ordered libertv. 


FOREIGN RELATIONS 


The foreign policy of this Govern- 


ment is well known. It is one of peace 
based on that 
mutual respect that 


arises from mutual regard for inter- 
national rights and the discharge of 
international obligations. It is our 
purpose to promote understanding and 
good will between ourselves and all 
other people. 
The American people 


are altogether lacking m an apprecia- 
tion of the tremendous good fortune 
that 
surrounds their 
international 


position. We have no traditional en- 
emies. We are not embarrassed over 
any disputed territory. 
We have no 


possessions that are coveted by oth- 
ers; they have none that are coveted 
by us. Our borders are unfortified. 
We fear "no one; no one fears us. All 
the world knows that the whole extent 
of our influence is against war and in 
favor of peace, against the use of 
negotiation, arbitration, and adjudica- 
tion as a method of adjusting inter- 
national differences. 
We look 
with 


disfavor upon all aggressive warfare. 
We are strong enough so that no one 
can charge us with weakness if we 
are slow to anger. Our place is suf- 
ficiently established so that we need 
not be sensitive over trifles. Our re- 
sources are large enough so that we 
can afford to be generous. 
At the 


same time we are a nation among na- 
tions and recognize a 
responsibility 


not only to ourselves, but in the inter- 
ests of a stable and enlightened civil- 
ization, to protect and defend the in- 
ternational rights of our Government 
and our citizens. 
1 
It is because of our historical de- 


tachment and the generation of com- 
parative indifference toward 
us by 


other nations that our public is in- 
clined to consider altogether too se- 
riously the reports that we are crit- 
icized abroad. We never had a larger 
foreign trade than at the present time. 
Our good off-ices 
were never 
more 


sought and the necessity for our as- 
sistance and cooperation was never 
more universally declared in any time 
of peace. 
We know that the senti- 


ments which we entertain toward all 
other nations a're those of the most 
sincere friendship and good will and 
of an unbounded desire to help, which 
we are perfectly willing to have judg- 
ed by their fruits. In our efforts to 
adjust our 
international obligations 


we have met with a response which, 
when everything is considered, I be- 
lieve history will record as a most re- 
markable and gratifying demonstra- 
tion of the sanctity with which civ- 
ilized nations undertake to discharge 
their mutual obligations. Debt set- 
tlements have been, negotiated with 
practically all of those who owed us 
and all finally adjusted but two, which 
are in process of ratification. 
When 


we consider the real sacrifice that will 
be necessary on the part of other na- 
tions, considering all their circum- 
stances, to meet their good 
agreed 


payments, we ought to hold them in 
increased admiration nad respect. It is 
true that we have extended to them 
very generous treatment, but it is also 
true that they agreed to repay us all 
that we loaned to them and some in- 
terest. 


A special conference on the Chinese 


customs tariff 
provided for by the 


treaty between the nine powers relat- 
ing to the Chinese customs 
tariff 


signed at Washington on Feburary 6. 
1922, was called by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to meet at Peking on Octo- 
ber 26. 1925. We participated in this 
conference through fully empowered 
delegates and, with good will, endeav- 
ored to cooperate with the other par- 
ticipating powers with a view to put- 
ting Into effect 
promises made 
to 


China at the Washington conference, 
and considering any reasonable pro- 
posal that micht be made by the Chin- 
ese Government for the 
revision of 


the treaties on the subject of China's 
tariff. With these aims in view the 
American delegation at the outset of 
the conference proposed to put into ef- 
fect the surtaxes provided for by the 
Washington treaty and to proceed im- 
mediately to 
the negotiation of 
a 


treaty, which, among other things, 
was to make provision for the aboli- 
tion of taxes collected on goods in 
transit, remove the tariff restrictions 
in existing treaties, and put into effect 
the national tariff law of China. 
Early in April of the present year the 
central 
Chinese 
Government was 


ousted from power by opposing war- 
ring factions. It became impossible 
under the circumstances to continue 
the negotiations. Finally, on July 3, 
the delegates of the foreign powers, 
including those of the United States, 
issued a statement expressing their 
unanimous and earnest desire to pro- 
ceed with the work of the conference 
at the earliest possible moment when 
the delegates of the Chinese Govern- 
ment are in a position to resume dis- 
cussions with the foreign delegates of 
the problems before the conference. 
We are prepared to resume the nego- 
tiations thus interrupted whenever a 
Government representing the Chinese 
people and 
acting on their 
behalf 


present itself. The fact that constant 
warfare between contending Chinese 
factions has rendered it impossible to 
bring these negotiations to a success- 
ful conclusion is a. matter of deep re- 
gret. Throughout these conflicts we 
have maintained 
a position of the 


most careful 
neutrality. Our naval 


vessels 
in 
Asiatic 
waters, pur- 


suant to treaty rights, have been used 
only for the protection of American 
citizens. 


Silas H. Strawn, Esq., was sent to 


China, as American commissioner to 
cooperate with commissioners of the 
other powers in the establishment of 
a commission, to inquire into the pres- 
ent practice of extraterritorial juris- 
diction in China, with a view to re- 
porting to the Governments of the 
several powers their findings of fact 
in regards to these matters. The com- 
mission commenced its work in Jan- 
uary, 1926, and agreed upon a joint 
report which was signed on Septem- 
ber 16, 1926. The commission's report 
has been received and is being studied 
with a view to determining our future 
policy in regard to the question of ex- 
traterritorial privileges under treaties 
between the United States and China. 


The Preparatory 
Commission for 


the Disarmament Conference met at 
Geneva on. May IS and its work has 
been proceeding 'almost continuously 
since that date. It would be prema- 
ture to attempt to form, a judgment 
as to the progress that his been made. 
The commission has had before it a 
comprehensive list of questions touch- 
ing upon all aspects of the 
question 


of the limitation of armament. In the 
commission's discussions 
many dif- 


ferences of opinion have developed. 
However, I am hopeful that at least 
some measure of agreement will be 
reached as the 
discussions* continue. 


The American representation on the 
commission has consistently tried to 
be helpful, and has kept before it the 
practical objective to which the com- 
mission is working, namely, 
actual 


agreements for the limitation, of ar- 
maments, 
Our representatives will 


continue their work In that direction. 


One of the most encouraging fea- 


tures of the comission's work thus 
far has been the agreement in. prin- 
ciple among the naval 
experts of a 


majority of the powers parties to the 


Washington treaty limiting naval ar- 
mament upon methods and standards 
for the comparison and further limita- 
tion of naval armament. It Is need- 
less to say that at the proper time I 
shall be prepared to proceed 
along 


practical lines to the conclusion of 
agreements carrying further the work 
begun at the Washington Conference 
In 1921.

A failure to in- 
clude them here is not to be taken 
as indicating any lack of interest, but 
only a disinclination to state inade- 
quately what has been much better 
done in other documents. 


THE CAPITAL. CITY. 


We are embarking on an ambitious 


building program for 
the city of 


Washington. The Memorial Bridge is 
under way with all that it holds for 
use and beauty. 
New buildings are 


soon 
contemplated. This 
program 


should represent the best that exists 
in the art and science of architecture. 
Into these structures which must be 
considered as a permanent 
nature 


ought to go the aspirations 
of the 


Nation, its ideals expressed in forms 
of beauty. If our country wishes to 
compete with others, let it not be in 
the support of armaments but in the 
making of a, beautiful capital city. 
Let it express the soul of America 
Whenever an American, is at the seat 
of his Government, however traveled 
and cultured he may be, he ought to 
find a city of stately proportion, sym- 
metrically laid out and adorned with 
the best that there is in architecture 
which would arouse his imaginat'on 
and stir his patriatic pride. 
In the 


coming years Washington should be 
not only the art center of our own 
country but the art center of the 
world. Around it should 
center all 


that is best in science, in learning, in 
letters and in art. These are the re- 
sults that justify the creation of those 
national resources 
with which 
we 


have been favored. 


AMERICAN IDEALS 


America is not and must not be a 


country without ideals. They are use- 
less if they are only visionary; they 
are only valuable if they are practical. 
A nation can not dwell constantly on 
the mountain tops. It has to be re- 
plenished and sustained through the 
ceaseless toil 
of the less inspiring 


valleys. But its face ought always to 
be turned upward, its vision ought al- 
ways to be fixed on high. 


We need ideals that can be follow- 


ed in daily life, that can be translated 
into terms of the home. We can not 
expect to be relieved from to;l, but we 
do expect to divest it of degrading 
conditions. Work is honorable: it is 
entitled to an honorable recompense. 
We must strive mightily, but having 
striven there is a defect in our poli- 
tical and social system if we are not 
in general rewarded with success. To 
relieve the land of the burdens that 
came from the wai-, to release to the 
individual more o£ the fruits of his 
own industry, to increase his earning 
capacity and decrease his hours ot" la- 
bor, to enlarge the circle of his vision 
through good roads and 1 etter trans- 
portation, to place before him the op- 
portunity for education both in sci- 
ence and in art, to leave him free to 
receive the inspiration of religion, al 
these are ideals which 
deliver him 


from the servitude of the body and 
exalt him to the service of the sou 
Through this emancipation from tht. 
things that are material, we broadgn 
our dominion over the things tliht 
are spiritual.

REDUCTIONS IN PAYMENTS 
"Meantime," he added, "it is pos- 


sible to grant some real relief by a 
simple measure making reductions in 
the payments which accrue on the 
15th of March, and June, 1927. I am 
very strongly of the conviction that 
this is so much a purely business mat- 
ter that it ought not to be dealt with 
in a partisan spirit. 


"These are my convictions staled 


with full knowledge that it is for the 
congress to decide whether they judge 
it best to make such a reduction or 
leave the surplus for the present year 
to be applied to retirement of the war 
debt. That also is eventually tax re- 
duction." 


In working out the surplus farm 


crop problem to any sound conclusion, 
he advised that it was "necessary to 
avoid putting the government into the 
business of production or marketing 
or attempting to enact legislation for 
the purpose of price-fixing." 


NO GENERAL. AGREEMENT 
"It is unfortunate," he added, "that 


no general agreemene has been reach- 
ed by the various agricultural inter- 
ests upon any of the proposed rem- 
edies. Out of the discussion of va- 
rious proposals which can be had be- 
agriculture some measure ought to be 
for 
the committees 
of agriculture 


perfected 
which would be 
generally 


satisfactory." 


Recounting the efforts of his spe- 


cial cotton committee to aid southern 
producers, the president said: 


"As a result of this cooperation suf- 


ficent funds have been pledged to 
finance the storage and carrying of 
4,000,000 bales 
of cotton. 
Whether 


those who own the cotton are willing 
to put a part of their stock into this 
plan depends on themselves. The fed- 
eral government has cooperated in 
providing ample facilities. No meth- 
od of meeting the situation, would be 
adequate which does not contemplate 
a reduction of about one-third in the 
acreage for 
the coming year. The 


responsibility for making the plan ef- 
fective lies with those who own and 
finance cotton and cotton lands." 


DEFEND PHILIPPINES 


The Philippines. Mr. Coolidge said, 


should not be turned back to the peo- 
ple "until they are both politically fit- 
ted 
for self-government and eco- 


nomically independent," but he sug- 
gested that- at 
no time would 
the 


United States abandon completely re- 
sponsbility for their defense. He sug- 
gested encouragement of the move- 
ment for development. of the rubber 
and other resources of the islands, but 
only with the approval of the Philip- 
pine people. 


The prosperity of the country the 


president reported as wide-spread and 
based upon economy, the reduction of 
waste and a general raising of the 
standards of 'efficiency, and all pre- 
dicated on the foundation of a pro- 
tective tariff. 


There has come about, he asserted, 


"the perfectly astonishing result of 
a reduction in the index price of com- 
modities and an increase in the index 
rate of wages."
